John Panock, Chief Sidewalk In- 
spector, was removed for incompetency, and 
éther city officials were censured for the 
methods practiced by them. This is the re- 
suit of the tria] of the Board of Loca: Im- 
provements. President Lindblom and Com- 
missioner Ela signed the verdict, Commis- 
sioner Ludwig neither concurring nor dis- 
senting. 

v Alderman Frank Fowier's charges of in- 
competency and misfeasance were sustained 
by the finding of the commission. In the 
decision the city officials were held responsi- 
bie for lax methods which fostered id:ing. 
for unsystematic practices which resu-ted in 
loose administration, and for irregularities 
which, while they had not led to financial 
loss to the city, might readily have such re- 

. guts. To the criticism is added some praise 
for reforms which had been accomplished.

MYSTERY IN THE GHETTO 


ALTER BECKER GONE; SAMUEL 
SHAPIRO QUESTIONED. 


Wife of Former Fears Murder and 

. Thinks Latter Knows the Facts — 
Two Synagogue Committees Ap- 
pointed to Investigate Take by 
Force from Man Under Examina- 
tion Some Postal Cards—He Denies 
All Knowledge of the Case. 


Alter Becker, a devout Russian Jew whose 
calling of “‘schochet"’ gives him special 
prominence in Chicago's Ghetto, has disap- 
Peared from his home at 468 West Taylor 
street, and the attending mystery has 
aroused much excitement among the mem- 
bers of two West Side synagogues. 

Samuel Shapiro, a fellow schochet,”’ who 
worked by Becker’s side in complying with 
the Mosaic rites concerning the killing of 
cattle for followers of the orthodox faith, has 
had the finger of suspicion directed toward 
him by Mrs. Becker, and has been called be- 
fore an Inquisitorial committee from the two 


ance. 
Postal cards forcibly taken from Shapiro 
by members of the committee have been 
placed in the hands of Detectives Horwitch 
and Davidson of the Central Station as pos- 
sible clews to the mystery. The aid of the 
New York Police department has also been 
called for, while the missing man’s friends 
are putting forth every effort to find some 
trace of his whereabouts, dead or alive. 


Friends Discuss Disappearance. 

Members of the congregation where Becker 
and his family’ attended religious services 
have been discussing his disappearance for 
days. When asked about it they shake their 
heads knowingly. Some espouse the charges 
made by his wife, while others side with 
Shapiro in his protestations of innocence 
and hint that Becker has deserted his fam- 
ily. This intimation is derided by others, 
who declare the man was too much attached 


. to his children to think of leaving them. 


Mrs. Becker believes her husband has been 


the rabbis of two congregations, with such 
information as she could supply concerning 
his movements prior to his disappearance, 
and the rabbis at once appointed a joint 
committee of members from their congrega- 
tions to investigate the matter. The com- 
mittee met at the Hebrew Free School, Judd 
and Clinton streets, and summoned Shapiro 
to appear before it. 


Attacked by Church Committee. 
Shapiro asserted that Becker was alive 
and said he could show postal cards recently 
written by Becker and mailed from Montreal 
and Buffalo. One of these postal cards, 


to Australia, and asked him to look after the 
man's two children. The committee asked 
Shapiro to ‘produce the postal cards, and 
when he hesitated several members attacked 
him, pinned him against the wall, and took 
them out of his pockets. The exact nature 
of the messages inscribed on the cards is 
carefully concealed by the detectives. 

The disappearance of Becker first came to 
the notice of Captain Colleran at Central Sta- 
tion through a letter received from the Chief 
of Police in New York asking an immediate 
investigation. Shapiro claims that he wrote 
to his relatives in that city, telling them of 
Becker's disappearance, and that they gave 
his letter to the New York police. He insists 
he can prove his innocence of any charges 
that may be made against him by Mrs. Beck- 
er or any other person.’ ; 

Becker’s Fear of Shapiro. 

“My husband often told me,”’ Mrs. Becker 
said last night, “‘ that if he ever was missing 
Shapiro would know what had become of 
him. He seemed to be afraid of Shapiro. He 
said he and Shapiro did not get along well 
at his slaughter-house because he-was so 
strict in carrying out the work and Shapiro 
did not like it. He put an extra lock on the 
inside of his door and fastened it because he 
gaid he feared Shapiro.” 

Owing to the pressure that was brought by 
the inhabitants of the Ghetto on his employ- 
ers Shapiro was dismissed yesterday from. 
the service of the firm. : 


Shapiro Blames Mrs. Becker. 
When seen last night he was downhearted. 
He said there was no food in the house for 
his children and he did not know where to 
get work. ° 
“Mrs. Becker is the cause of. all my 
trouble,” he said. I can prove my 


innocence before God and man. Becker 
used to come here and say that his 
wife did not treat him right. One 


night while he was at home feigning 


‘sleep, he said, Mrs. Becker's mother spoke 


to her daughter, upbraiding her for having 
married him. Becker came here and told this. 
Then a few days later he complained he felta 
burning pain near the heart. One night he 
told his wife of the pain. She told him to go 
to sleep. ‘ Perhaps you think I’m trying to 
poison you?’ Becker said his wife told him.” 
Alter Becker was conscientious to a faultin 
the performance of his duties as “ schochet.”’ 
The members of his congregation had ab- 
solute confidence in him. It was through 
the rabbi of his congregation he received 
a recommendation which gave him a position 
in the slaughter-house of Libby, McNeill &

CITIZENS OF GEORGIA 
DISCOVER NEW REASONS 
LYNCHING NEGROES. 


Two Colored Men Hanged by a Posse in 
Pike County for Shooting at a Rab- 
bit and Missing It—Shot Scares a 
Farmer’s Daughter. |

Macon, Ga., Oct. 24.—[Special.]—Bad 
marksmanship on the part of negroes, if it 
occurs in the neighborhood of a white man's 
house, has been added to the list of crimes 
for which the penalty is death by lynching. 

A double murder, for this reason, is the 
latest disgraceful blot on Georgia. | 

Last Monday two negroes were hunting 
around Liberty Hill, in Pike County. While 
near a farmhouse they fired, so they say, at 
a rabbit. Some of the birdshot entered the 
building and scared the farmer's daughter, 
who was alone at the time. When the farm- 
er returned he found the girl in a hysterical 
condition. 

It was soon decided that the men, James 
Guer and James Callaway, had with malice 
aforethought used the house as a target, 
hoping, so it was alleged, to kill the farmer.

JONES’ CHARGES 
FLATLY DENIED. 


State Department Officials 
Say Senators Heard All 
Peace Instructions 
Sent to Paris. 


NOTHING WAS HELD BACK. 


Pledge of Secrecy at First Im- 
posed Not Removed Through - 
Oversight: of the 
Senate. 


DECLARE ATTACK A TRICK. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 24.—[Special.]—An 
official of the State department today made 
the following statement regarding the charge 
coming from Chairman Jones of the Demo- 
cratic National committee that President 
McKinley had withheld some of the secret 
instructions to the Peace commissioners in 
Paris: 

“Every word of the instructions of Presi- 
dent McKinley to the commissioners who 
negotiated the treaty of peace between 
Spain and the United States was turned over 
to the Senate Foreign Relations committee 
and read to the Senate in executive session. 
Not one word of these instructions has been 
withheld, nor have any of the documents 
which have any bearing on the subject been 
secreted or withheld by President McKinley 
or any member of his Cabinet. Every mem- 
ber of the Senate—Republican, Democrat 
and Populist—knows the contents of these 
documents if they attended to their official 
duties, and Chairman Jones of the Demo- 
cratic National committee, who has made a 
demand upon President McKinley for the 
publication of all the correspondence, knows 
well that every word contained in the in- 
structions has been submitted to the Senate, 
and while the ban of secrecy has not been re- 
moved, there is no possible objection to mak- 
ing them public. 


Senate’s Small Oversight. 

“That this was not done after the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty of peace was an oversight 
an the part of the Senate, as it is customary 
to give matters of this kind to the public 
after the question under consideration 
has been disposed of and public in- 
terests will not be jeopardized by do- 
ing so. Knowing that this was the custom 
and that there had been no concealment of 
anything in connection with the instructions, 
President McKinley quoted a part of these 
instructions in his letter of acceptance, not 
with any intention of taking advantage of 
his political opponents and little’ susbectin 
that the Democrats would be small enough 
to take advantage of this oversight. Ha 
took this means of clearing up many mis- 
apprehensions in regard to his Philippine 
policy, merely quoting his own words to do 
80. 

“Aside from this, the President ts not 
bound to observe the rules of the Senate, as 
the rules governing the legislative bodies of 
the government have no effect upon the 
executive branch. They are not laws of the 
land, but are made for the purpose of ex- 
pediting the transaction of business. These 
instructions emanated from the President,

President’s Position Correct. 


Another Washington official, thoroughly 
conversant with the conditions said:

There 
has been no concealment whatever and I am 
at a loss to know what Chairman Jones is 
trying to get at. He, as well as every mem- 
ber of the Senate, knows that the instruc- 
tions of the President to the Peace commis- 
sion contained nothing whatever that need 
be concealed. I do not believe the Senator is 
honest in his endeavor to force the publica- 
tion of the instructions at this time. 

** While I have not discussed this matter 
with the President I do not believe he intends 
to make public these instructions at the 
behest of a person who Its seeking to make 
political capital for his party. In my judg- 
ment the President will maintain the digni- 
fied stand that he assumed at the beginning 
of the campaign.” 


JONES BOASTS OF HIS SCHEME. 


Bases Great Hopes on President’s Fail- 
ure to Publish Full Instructions to 
Paris Peace Envoys. 


Chairman Jones of the Democratic National 
committee bases great hopes on what he 
terms the failure of President McKinley to 
make public the full instructions given to 
the Paris peace commissioners in 1898. At 
the national Republican headquarters, how- 
ever, the matter is considered of little im- 
portance, and Senator Hanna declined to say 


anything about it. 


Senator Jones discussed the subject last 
evening at considerable length and with great 
carnestness. Nearly ome month after Mr. 
McKinley's acceptance came out the Demo- 
cratic chairman discovered that it contained 
extracts from the instructions to the peace 
commissioners, and he immediately wanted 
to know why the entire document had not 
been published. On Oct. 5 he addressed a 
short note to the President, asking for a copy 
of the instructions, but never received a 
reply.

ing my attention called to the fact that the 
President should use portions of a secret 
state paper for the purpose of strengthen- 
ing his own candidacy.

WIRE COMPANY CUTS WAGES. 


American Steel and Wire Mill at Wor- 
cester, Mass., Posts Notice of . 
Reduction. 


Worcester, Mass., Oct. 24.—[Special.]—No- 
tices posted by the American Steel and Wire 
company announce a reduction of 7% per 
cent in the wages paid to hundreds of its 
workmen in this city. The cut down goes 
into effect on Nov. 1. 

The notice was issued, it is said, from the 
Chicago office of the company. A general 
cut-down of wages is predicted to affect the 
thousands of workmen employed by the 
trust. 

The average daily wages of the men is less 


than $1.50. 


TISASTER AY BAL 


EXPLOSION MAY HAVE DE- 
STROYED PROVING GROUNDS. 


Shocks and Flashes of Light Distinct- 
ly Felt and Seen for a Radius of 
Twenty Miles—Brick Chimneys Are 
Thrown Down Eleven Miles from 
Scene—Powder Mills and Other 
Buildings May Be Destroyed—Lives 

of Officers ‘and Men Endangered. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 24.—An explosion 
occurred at the Indian Head proving grounds 
at 11 o’clock tonight. A flash of light, visi- 
ble some distance, accompanied the explo- 
sion, which was followed by a fire. The ex- 
plosion shook the windows of houses in 
Alexandria, nineteen miles from Indian 
Head. | 

There is no direct communication with the 
proving grounds by which details can be 
had tonight. The grounds are twenty-five 
miles down the Potomac River from Wash- 
ington, and many of the big guns and much 
of the armor for the battleships are tested 
there. 

It is believed the powder mills and other 

buildings were destroyed. 
' The first shock was felt over a radius of 
twenty miles. A number of other. explo- 
sions followed at recurrent intervals, illu- 
minating the surrounding. country and the 
opposite bank of the river.s 

At Quantico, eleven miles below Indian 
Head, one explosion after another was heard 
and bricks were shaken from chimneys. 
Forts Hunt and Washington, eleven miles 
north of Indian Head, were shaken by the 
explosion. 

The tug Triton left the navy yard soon after 
the explosion for the proving grounds. 

There are several officers and a number 
of enlisted men and workmen at the place. 


STREET CAR STRIKES CARRIAGE 


Dr. H. J. Bates and His Coachman Are 
Thrown from Carriage in Indiana 
_Avenue—Latter Badly Hurt. 


While driving across Twenty-sixth street 
tat 10 o'clock last night Dr. Harvey J. Bates, 
6256 South Park avenue, and his coachman, 
John McKay, were struck by a north-bound 
Indiana avenue electric car. The carriage 
was demolished and the occupants thrown to 
the pavement. Dr. Bates: escaped with a 
few slight bruises, but the coachman 
seriously injured. 

Dr. Bates was driving rapid'y to visit a 
patient, and when he reached Indiana ay- 
enue he turned into the north-bound tracks 
to escape a south-bound car.

MAY BAR THE CREMATORY 


INSURANCE COMPANIES DISCUSS 
METHODS TO CHECK FRAUDS. 


Consider Advisability of Inserting in 


All Policies a Clause Providing That 

No Money Will Be Paid When the 

Body Is Destroyed by Fire—Argued 

That Evidences of Foul Play Are 

Wiped Away and That Farther 
- Identification Is Made Impossible.

Since the exposure of the Regent and 
Defenbach insurance cases, insurance com- 
panies and fraternal societies have been dis- 
cussing the necessity for better precautions 
for the prevention of frauds. The chief dis- 
cussion has been had over the advisability of 
inserting,in policies a clause prohibiting the 
cremation of the body of the insured under 
pain of voiding the policy. .It is asserted that 
the matter willbe placed before the next 
National Life Insurance convention. 

The cremation clause will also be brought 
before the congress of the fraternal socie- 
ties, which, it is asserted, have become the’ 
prey of insurance fraud workers, owing to 
less stringent methods of examining into 
and accepting risks. 

The argument urged in favor of the anti- 


| cremation clause is that cremation destroys 


all evidence that might support allegations 
of foul play, and also makes impossible 
further identification which might be called 
for by the companies. 


Doubts Advisabiflity of Plan. 
“Talk of the proposed anti-cremation 
clause has been general among insurance 
men in the city,’’ said Manager George W. 


Riggs of the New York Life Insurance com- | 


pany yesterday. ‘‘ Whether or not it would 
be an advisable clause I cannot say, and I 
do not believe the insurance men are ready 
to commit,themseives on the point. Fraud 
cases in which cremation of the body has 
played a part have been few, and it does 
not seem that they will be frequent enough 
to warrant the insertion of the clause in 
view of the growing favor of the cremation 
plan of disposing of the dead.’’. 

Among the fraternal societies the anti- 
cremation clause has also been discussed 
since the disclosures in the Defenbach case, 
other weaknesses of the organizations hav- 
ing been under consideration since the trial 
of Dr. M. N. Regent for the insurance fraud 
in the O'Grady case. The fraternal spirit 
pervading all secret beneficiary societies is 
asserted to be a great inducement to fraud- 
ulent insurance workers, as the fundamental 
principle of the societies is to welcome with- 
out suspicion all new members proposed in 
seeming good faith. 

Would Lower Age Limit. 

‘The age limit of the fraternal socleties 
must be lowered,”’ said Attorney A. W. Ful- 
ton of the Knights and Ladies of Security. 
‘My society at its next annual convention 
will probably act in this matter decisively. 
The number of old people who have come 
into fraternal organizations merely because 
they cannot get insurance in the regular in- 
surance companies has become noticeably 
large of late years, and it is on an alarming 
increase. This and better means of medical 


e examination are matters that fraternal or- 


ganizations must take up, and I believe both 
matters, with the anti-cremation clause, will 
be brought to the attention of the frater- 
nal congress at its convention in Louisville,”’ 

Legal objection to the insertion of the anti- 
eremation clause in insurance policies Is al- 
leged by lawyers to exist in the right of the 
relatives to bury or dispose of a body in any 
way they see fit, despite any contract entered 
into by the deceased. The only pefsons who 
could be bound by the antj-cremation clause, 
itis asserted, would be the beneficiaries, 

If it were shown that the beneficiary had 
no voice in the cremation of the body con- 
trary to a clause in the policy it is asserted 
that the validity of the policy could not be 
questioned. 


BRIDE FAINTS AT THE ALTAR. 


With Face and Hands Burned by Gaso- 
line Explosion Young Woman Re- 
fuses to Postpone Wedding. 


Cincinnati, O., Oct. 24.—[Special.]—With 
her head and hands swathed in bandages 
and suffering great pain, Miss Dora Brefeld 
was married to William Schrage this morn- 
ing. On the eve of her wedding day Miss 
Brefeld was seriously burned about the face 
and hands by the explosion of a gosoline 
stove, but she pluckily prepared for the 
ceremony, which was a remarkabdle affair. 
The bridal couple appeared at the church at 
9 o'clock this morning, the bride-elect wear- 
ing a long, thick tulle veil, which partly 
concealed the burns on her face. Her left 
hand was bandaged, with the scarred fingers 
free to receive the wédding ring. When that 
part of the ceremony arrived for placing 
the golden band on her finger she whispered 
to go ahead and never mind the pain, and 
onto the blistered, burned flesh the symbol 
of fidelity was pressed. At the conclusion 
of the ceremony the bride fell in a faint.

ESCAPE ARREST. 


C. 1, Alvord Believed Locatéd 
by Police and Treating | 
with Bankers. | 


NO WARRANT. IS ISSUED. 


Friends Say the Teller Will Kill | 


Himself Rather than Sub- 
 -mitto Disgrace. 


HOW THEFT WAS HIDDEN. 


New York, Oct. 24.—[Spectal.]—Cornelius - 
L. Alvord Jr., the note teller who robbed the 
First National Bank of $700,000, is either in 
the custody of the detectives or he is where 
they can get him in a short time. 

This was the surprising statement made 
tonight by Chief of Police Foley of Mount 
Vernon, and developments tend to corrobo- 
rate it. 

There is no police hunt being made for 
Alvord. Neither the police of this city nor 
the police of Mount Vernon or any other 
city have been asked by the bank officials to 
find him. Every indication tonight pointed 
to the fact that the whereabouts of Alvord 
was no mystery to the bank people and the 
Pinkerton men. | 

It was thought for a time that the detec- 
tives had their man cooped up in his own 
home in Mount Vernon and had had him 
there since Sunday. No warrant has been 
issued for the arrest of Alvord. No police 
department has been officially informed of 
his thefts. No detective or police officer 
could legally place him under arrest. 


Bank May Compromise Case. 

These facts made clear tonight that the 
robbed bank is bending every effort to effect 
a compromise by which restitution of a part 
or all of the stolen meney will be made in ex- 
change for non-prosecution. If a, warrant 
was obtained it would allow any police officer 
to arrest him. If he were once locked up 
even for five minutes the matter wou!d be 
taken out of the bank’s hands and be under 
the contrel of the prosecuting officers of the 
county. The man would then be prosecuted, 
whether the bank wished it or not, and no 
matter how much it interfered with the plans 
or arrangements to recover a portion of the 
stolen thousands. 

How far the negotiations for restitution 
have progressed is not known. Neither the 
attorneys of Alvord nor the officials of the 
bank would discuss that matter. 


Wife Breaks Down Under Strain. 

' Mrs. Alvord, who had been under a great 
strain, collapsed at 11 o’clock tonight. A tel- 
ephone message was sent to the nearest 
physician, Dr. Archibald Campbell, and he 
entered: the house at 11:15 o’clock and did 
not leave until midnight. Mrs. Aivord’s at- 
tack was serious. She was hysterical and 
had repeated fainting spells. Opiates were 
given and she was finally quieted and placed 
in bed. 

Mrs. Alvord’s attack was brought on, it 
was said, by anxiety about her husband. 
None of those who left the house would say 
whether he was there, but they intimated 
that he was in the neighborhood. 

There was considerable excitement in the 
Alvord house at 8:10 o'clock tonight. A car- 
riage rapidly driven dashed up to the house. 
A tall, ponderously-built man, who resem- 
bled Alvord in figure, alighted and ran up 
the few steps leading to the vestibule. 


Mysterious Man Enters House. 


The outer doors had been chained all day. 
The arrival of the man had évidently been 
expected in the house, for the instant the 
carriage came to a halt at the curbstone the 
doors were flung open and slammed and 
chained again as soon as he had passed into 
the hall. 

_ Up to that time the house had been in com- 
parative darkness, but within a minute after 
the entrance of the man the electric lights 
flashed in every room, up-stairs and down. 
Figures of men and women could be seen 
moving about, and for fifteen minutes there 
was every evidence of excitement. Then the 
lights in most of the rooms were turned off. 

Chief of Police Foley of Mount Vernon said 
tonight: 

“‘IT am convinced that the bank people have 
Alvord where they want him, and that they 
are now simply negotiating for the return of 
as much money as they can get out of him. 


Police Not Asked to Act. 


“If I saw Alvord walking along the street 
here in front of ‘police headquarters I 
would not arrest him. I would have no legal 
right to do so.”’ 

That Alvord is not far distant from his 
home, and that his whereabouts are known 
by many people was made evident by a re- 
mark dropped today by his coachman, *‘ Bar- 
ney,’’ who has been annoyed by the presence 
of the Pinkerton men about the house: 

‘““What are they making all this fuss 
about?’ said the irate coachman. Mr. Al- 
vord isn't going to run away.”’ 

When Barney was asked if Mr. Alvord was 
ill in the house, as had been reported about 
town, the coachman’s lips closed as tight as 
a vise. 

Suicide Before Arrest. 

One of Alvord’s most intimate Mount Ver- 
non friends was asked tonight if Alvord was 
in his own house. | i 

** Don’t ask me,” he said, “ but he is not 
far from here and can be reached whenever 
he is wanted. I can tell you one thing. 
Rather than go to jail, I beileve, Alvord 
would kill himself, He was an optimistic, 
genial man, but he had fearful fits of de- 
pression, which I could never unders‘and 
until this thing came cut.” 

John H. Murphy. another friend of Alvord, 
siid he believed the man would commit sul- 
cide rather than face impr:‘sonment. 

Mrs. Alvord, in résponse to a request for an 
interview this morning, said: 

** There is nothing to tell about me. Iam 
Mr. Alvord's wife and these little fo.xsinthe 
house are his and my children. I know noth- 
ing about his trouble. What my neighbors 
say does not matter to me, for 1 have always 
conducted myself with respect toward them. 
The house is mine, and I have a bank account 
of my own.” 

Mrs. Alvord's parents live in an unpreten- 
tious flat in Harlem and are considered poor. 
They are Charles Benedict and wife. Neither 
Mr. nor Mrs. Benedict believes that Mr. Al- 
vord was ever attentive to any woman since 
his marriage to their daughter. 


Brother Is a Heavy Loser. 

One of the largest losers through the em- 
bezziement was Thomas G. Alvord, brother 
of the cashier and ex-Lieutenant Governor 
of the State. He is said to have given $30,000 
to save the man guilty of the embezzlement 
from prosecution. 

Alvord’s property in Mount Vernon and 
New Rochelle is valued at $30,000. The fami- 
ly home, which is in his wife's name, with 
its furnishings and stab‘ies, is rated at $50,- 
000. Mrs. Alvord's jewels are thought to be 
worth as much as $30,000. Some of these 
things the bank hopes to recover on. 


Stole $690,000 Every Day. 

An official of the First National Bank today 
explained the method used by Note Teller 
Alvord io defraud the bank of $600,000, which 
is the total of his defaication. 

“Mr. Alvord, it seems, was in the habit 
of deducting from the morning receipts the 
amount of his defalcation, which at the time 
of the discovery aggregated $600,000. For 
instance, at the close of business on any day 
the receiving teller and the note teller make 
up their items for the clearing house. The 
following morning the note teller adds to 
this his own receipts and the amount of items 
which come in the mail. At the close of 
business the day preceding Alvord was in- 
variably short $690,000. 

“He always depended on. being able to 
steal enough from the mail, over whic he had 
supervision, to make up the discrepancy of 
the day before. For instance, suppose that 
the aggregate of the items of the day pre-

have been $5,000,000, and say that $2,700,000 
had been received in the mail the following 
morning. Alvord would every morning steal 
$690,000 from the mail item and add it to the 
total of the items of the day preceding, which 
would make them aggregate $5,690,000; thus 
the total would still remain $7,900,000, with 
the morning's additions added, and the book- 
keepers would be none the wiser.” 
Covering His Tracks. 

The bank officials late this afternoon gave 
out the following statement: ‘ 

“Alvord’s false entries appear to have 
commenced about five years ago. One of his 
duties was to collect drafts and notes not 
payable through the Clearing-House, a con- 
siderable part of these usually being paid in 
cash. He appropriated a portion of this cash 
from time to time, as opportunity offered, 
before any of it was turned over to the money 
clerk. The discrepancy was concealed by 
adding to the item of exchanges for the 
Clearing-House on the note teller’s balance 
book an amount equal to the sum of abstrac- 
tions. Until his recent disappearance Alvord 
had not been absent from the bank during 
one business day this year. He did not take 
his usual vacation last summer, requesting 
that instead he might take a month next 
winter fora trip to California.’’ 

It was learned today that Alvord’s defalca- 
tions were continued almost up to the time 
of his disappearance and that he took with 
him at least one package containing $60,000. 
lt is understood that cash to that amount 
was consigned to the bank from an interior 
correspondent, a bank, and that Alvord took 
that and other money along with him when 
he made his escape. 


Great Confidence in Alvord. © 

Inquiries regarding Alvord’s character this 
morning were met with replies to the effect 
that at the bank he was “‘ the whole thing.”’ 
There appears to have been no limit to the 
trust reposed in the man and the amount of 
cash he handled. Having all the note collec- 
tions, «rafts, consignments of money by 
express, and registered mail, it was com- 
paratively easy for him to abstract large 
sums. As the man who handled joans on 
securities dealt in on the Stock Exchange, it 
was also possible for him to abstract certain 
securities and sell them in the open market, 
replacing them before the loan became due. 


Devises Check on Stealing. 


Among the interesting gossip heard today 
was a story that several months ago the 
directors of the First National Bank had 
decided to institute a system of bookkeeping 
which would prevent stealing among the 
clerks or minor officials of the bank. 

After discussing the matter for a long 
time it was finally decided to appoint a com- 
mittee of experts to devise such a system. 
After much deliberation the directors finally 
chose as the committee of experts Cashier 
Reed, Assistant Cashier Backus, and Note 
Teller Alvord. According to common report 
this committee has been working early and 
late on the elaborate system. It was said 
that they were actually engaged upon it 
at the time Mr. Backus discovered Mr. Al- 
vord’s shortage, which suddenly deprived 
the committee of his valuable advice. The 
story could not be confirmed at the bank, but 
Was generally believed in banking circles, 
where it caused much amusement. 


Statement by Controller. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 24.—T. P. Kane, 
the acting Controller of the Currency, today 
gave out the following statement regarding 
the defalcation in the First National Bank 
of New York: 

** During the progress of the examination 
by Bank Examiner Hanna on Oct. 15 of the 
First National Bank, Assistant Cashier 
Backus dtscovered that the note and ex- 
change teller, Alvord, was short in his cash 
to an amount which has since been found 
to be $690,000. His thefts have been going 
on for a long time. The plan of concealing 
them and making the cash on hand agree 
with the amount for which he was account- 
able, as shown by the books, was to take 
out of the morning mall, of which he was 
in charge, a sufficient number of cash items 
to cover the aggregate amount of his defal- 
cation and add them to the exchanges for 
the clearing house received during the pre- 
ceding day. The examination of the ex- 
changes at the time of examination showed 
the total amount correct, but $690,000 of the 
items had been taken from the morning re- 
ceipts and listed with previous day's ex- 
changes, the amount. of morning additions 
being reduced: that much, so that the sum of 
the two aggregated the correct amount. A 
ghange in the slip by Alvord later in the 
day caused inquiry and comparison to be 
made at the clearing house, when it was 
discovered that the two items of * previous 
dayv’s exchanges’ and ‘ morning additions’ 
did not correspond with the lst checked 
by the examiner, and a count of the cur- 
rent day’s cash and checks in hands of the 
third teller revealed a shortage of $690,000. 

‘*The shortage seems to have been about 
£100,000 two vears ago and has been in- 
creased gradually since that time, the teller 
concealing the same in the morning addi- 
tions, which always amount to much more 
than the amount of his shortage and never 
enter into the count of the preceding day’s 
cash. 

‘‘There is no way to have a check on the 
morning additions to the exchanges except 
by counting the note teller’s cash and checks 
twice, or to begin examinations of cash in 
the evening, which ts otherwise objection- 
able. The bank has charged out the amount 
of the shortage without- impairing its sur- 
plus or undivided profits account. 


Could Have Been Prevented. 

‘“‘This theft could probably have been pre- 
vented by a rotation of the clerical force 
of the bank, thus placing each department 
under the supervision of different persons 
successively. There is no way to accurately 
eheck. the accounts of an employé if he has 
access to the succeeding day’s cash fromm 
which to make good his shortage of the cur- 
rent day (and this is what Alvord has al- 
ways had), and has also the opportunity to 
hold back credits for a longer time than the 
day on which the letters inclosing items are 
received.” 


False Fire Alarms Aid Thieves. 

Frequent falee alarms of fire given from the 
box at Fourteenth and Halsted streets have 
been puzzling the department.

Goes from the Chicago Club to 4704

with Kilpatrick, when he hailed the driver 
and from an easy seat in the cab watched the 
swiftly moving arms and legs of his friend.

Kilpat- 
rick was swinging along at a gait that gave 
Jamar a stitch in his side and instead of 
falling in the rear to spur the pedestrian on 
to increased efforts the prospective pace- 
maker slyly took a car and was out of sight 
before his absence was discovered. W. D. 
Witt, a stranger bound for his home on the 
South Side, dropped in the wake of Kilpat- 
rick and kept him company from Congress 
street to Forty-first street, where a pressing 
engagement compelled him to take his wilted 
collar and his uncertain legs to his home on 
Drexel avenue. | . 

‘*] am sorry I cannot go on home with Mr. 
Kilpatrick,” said he at the tearful parting 
of the ways, “* but I never permit my dinner 
to Bet cold, no matter what enjoyment may 
be in store for me by a few minutes delay.”’ 

Throughont the long walk Kilpatrick was 
unhindered by talkative companions. Those 
who tried to keep him company found it nec- 
essary to husband every particle of breath 
which came their way. Even the cabs and 
automobiles seemed to have some regard for 
his rights under the circumstances. .A few 
stray curs which got In his way were kicked 
off the track. At two street intersections 
he was compelled to move more swiftly to 
avoid delay than would have been caused 
by the passage of cars. 


Story of the Walk. 


Mr. Kilpatrick arrived at the Chicago club 
corner at 5:15 o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
accompanied by a trio of friends, Haynes, 
Waters, and Wiley. His agreement was to 
walk to his home, 4704 Lake avenue, in sev- 
enty-five minutes. At 35:20 o'clock he started 
down Michigan avenué from Van Buren 
street. He reached Twenty-second street at 
5:40 o'clock, and swung down and across 
it to Cottage Grove avenue. Thirty-ninth 
street and Cottage Grove avenue were 
crossed at 5:59 o’clock. He turned into 
Drexel boulevard, and moved down it with 
perspiration streaming down his brow. At 
Forty-first street he left Drexel boulevard 
and walked to Lake avenue, the final turn. 
His gait seemed uniform all the time, and he 
was fresh and in good trim when he reached 
Forty-seventh street at 6:19 o'clock, 

He stopped under a light to look at his 
watch and receive the congraulations from 
his friends, as he was only a few hundred 
feet from home. He had traversed five and 
five-eighth miles in fifty-nine minutes. Aside 
from a wilted collar, wet shirt, and perspir- 
ing face he looked as fresh as when he 
started. He did not complain of fatigue, but 
promptly claimed the dinner Allen Haynes 
owed him for declaring banteringly the dis-

000 for W. E. Fildes, he claiming to have lost 


$125,000 in a deal.

TWO KINDS OF IMPERIALISM. 


Charles Francis Adams Discusses Cam- 
paign Issue Before Meeting of Chi- 
cago Historical Society. 


Charles Francis Adams. in an address be- 
fore the Chicago Historical society last 
night, declared the American people to be 
fatigued by the incessant partisan oratory 
to which they have been subjected. His 
criticism of the political orator came at the 
conclusion of his address on “ History Is 
Past Politics and Politics Is Present His- 
tory.”* 

In his address Mr. Adams touched on three 
subjects—the currency, trusts, and imperial- 
ism—but devoted more attention to the im- 
perialistic issue. He treated the subject in 
an impartial manner, reviewing at length the 
position of both parties on the so-called 
* paramount ”’ issue, and concluded with the 
challenge to any one present to indicate how 
his vote would be cast at the election from 
the tone of his address. 

“Imperialism, as contemplated in this 
country,” he declared, ‘‘ must be one of two 
kinds—either the modern English system or 
the American system. Under the English 
system, as practiced in India and Egypt, the 
strong arm of England supports the weaker 
country. There are arguments on both sides 
of the question, and it may be better for both 
of these colonies, but a case cannot be cited 
where a weaker or inferior nation was‘lifted 
up and made better in the end by the sup- 
porting power of a stronger nation. 

‘The Monroe doctrine, the system of per- 
mitting the weaker to work out their own 
destiny, at the same time declaring all hands 
off, is the American system. And, after all, 
the leaders of both contending parties are 
not so far apart. They simply disagree as 
to the proper way in which to reach the same 
result. The American people will, in the long 
run, gravitate back to the American system 
of imperialism, and this ‘ paramount’ ques- 
tion will be settled." |

Consul General Stowe Tells of Ameri- 
cans Unable to Return to the 
United States. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 24.—The Btate de- 
partment is in receipt of a dispatch, dated 
Sept. 26, from Mr. Stowe, Consul General of 
this government at Cape Town, south Africa, 
in which he refers to the recent arrival there 
of American citizens who shipped on board 
of British transports in charge of mules and 
horses from New Orleans.

AGAIN REPLIES TO BRYAN 


Accuses Him of Wanting Me. 
Kinley to Do. What He 
Fears Himself. 


DEFENSE OF REGULAR ARMY. 


Utica, N. Oct. 24.—Governor Roosevelt's 
third day of campaigning in New York State 
embraced several features not heretofore 
marked in his reception at other places. At 
nearly every place at which he stopped en 
route there were huge crowds of people. 

In this city tonight, instead of speechmak- 
ing, the day’s work ended with a review of 
animmense demonstration. This was entire- 
-ly agreeable to Governor Roosevelt,who, dur- 
ing the day, had made nine speeches, some 
of them extremely long ones, while travel- 
ing through three counties—Chenango, Madi- 
son, and Oneida. 

Another feature was a preconcerted at- 
tempt at Rome to compel Governor Roose- 
velt to answer questions concerning the let- 
ter of Mayor Van Wyck, the prosecution of 
the ice trust, the prosecution of the alleged 
canal thieves, and others relating to the of- 
fice of Governor. 

That this attempt was preconcerted is as- 
sured from the fact that men in the crowd 
asked questions, holding in their hands print- 
ed slips, and upon their failure to-compel 
the candidate to answer numbers of ‘these 
slips were thrown into his carriage. The 
Governor positively declined to give any ex- 
pression of opinion as to the circulars or 
their authorship or to answer any of the 
questions contained in them. 


Two Immense Meetings. 


With the exception of a short trip of half 
an hour to Herkimer, where a brief address 
was made, the culminating speeches of the 
day were at two immense meetings in this 
city. Senator Depew, preceding the Gov- 
ernor, spoke at some length on trusts. Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt followed and said: 

‘Mr. Bryan said yesterday in answer fo a 
question that if he had been President he 
would not have signed the treaty of peace 
by which the Philippine Islands becam«¢ 
ours. He went on to Congress and advised 
that that treaty should be ratified by the 
Senate; he did all he could to have it ratified. 
and now he dares to say that he would not 
have signed it. 

‘‘Mr. Bryan has said that the purpose of 
creating the present army was to put it on 
force near our great cities to overawe the 
workingman. I should laugh at that state- 
ment if. my bloodgdid not burn with indigna- 
tion that any man should make it and yet 
be a candidate for the highest office in the 
gift of the American people. That army was 
voted for not only by Republicans but by 
Democrats. Half the Democrats in the 
House voted for it, for the Kansas City 
convention had not yet made the dishonor 
of the flag one of the cardinal principles of 


their policy.” 
Roosevelt’s Day in New York. 


Today's trip, which began at 10 o’clock, 
took the Vice Presidential candidate to Earl- 
ville, Cazenovia, Canastota, Oneida, and 
Rome, before leaving him at Utica. 

At Earlville, where the first stop of the day 
was made, the Governor took up the state- 
ment of Mr. Bryan that the people of Perto 
Rico, particularly the blacks, were disen- 
franchised. He said: 

**The other day Mr. Bryan was asked how 
he reconciled his demand for self-government 
for Malay bandits with the denial of his 
party, the denial of those who Intend to give 
him electoral votes, of the right of self-gov- 
-ernment to our fellow-citizens of duskier 
skin in North Carolina, and he answered that 
all men of color were not allowed to vote in 
Porto Rico. Now, I say that answer was ut- 
terly insincere and that it was not an honest 
answer. 

‘There is not In Porto Rico the slightest 
restriction on account of color. Every man 
is treated on his worth as aman. In North 
Carolina the black man is disenfranchised 
as such by qualifications that apply to him 
and not to the white man. In Porto Ricoa 
man is allowed to vote if he either possess 
property or can read and write whether he be 
white or colored. In Massachusetts he has 


there are men who cannot vote in Massachu- 
setts but who cen votc in Perto Rico, but any 
man who can vote in Massachusetts can vote 


in Porto Rico.” } 
Bryan’s Idea of Foreign Loans. 


At Cazenovia Governor Roosevelt devotes 
himself to a discussion excited by remarks 
by Mr. Bryan concerning our foreign loans. 
He said in part: 

‘* Since 1896 the total amount of savings 
bank deposits in this’ State has gone up 
from seventy hundred odd millions to close 
on a thousand millions, and the number cf 
savings bank depositors has increased near- 
ly 38% per cent. That is one of the instances 
going to make up prosperity that makes the 
reason of our being able to lend money across 
the water instead of borrowing it.”’ 

At Onedia the Governor dwelt at great 
length on the trusts and Mr. Lryan’s atti- 
tude, assuring his auditors that if Mr.

Mr. Walsh was 
asked by his royal neighbor at 
dinner if he would not like a few 
shares of stock, which, the King 
declared, would pay him 4 or 5 
percent. Mr. Walsh replied that’ 
he did not invest in anything that 
paid less than 10 per.cent, and 
that most of his investments were 
bringing 20 per cent. King 
Leopold became greatly inter- 
ested at this and exhibited a live- 
ly desire to know all about it. 
Finally, he asked Mr. Walsh if he 
happened to know of any Amer- 
ican mine investment in which 
a King might place a million or 
two. it is said to have taken 
Leopold two weeks to convince 
Mr. Walsh that a partership with 
a King was not bad business, and 
then an agreement was signed, by 
which the King becomes the 
partner of Thomas F. Walsh in 
certain American mining invest- | 
ments.

ington residence as well as at Leadville and Camp Bird. He became famous for his enter- 
tainments before he stepped out of the bounds of Colorado, where he erected a luxurious 
hotel for the use of his men, and when he removed to Washington to save his wife's failing 
‘health he opened the doors of his residence to all and spared no money to “ give every 
one a good time.’’ He has been subject to a great deal of criticism on his unlimited invita- 
tion lists, but his habit of inviting high and low and spending as much on entertaining one 
as the other is credited to an honest desire to let all enjoy themselves to the fullest pos- 


sible extent under his roof, 


He was bormin Tipperary, Ireland, in 1851, and came to 


America in 1870. He began the study of mining almost upon his arrival in the United 
States, and, going to Colorado, employed himself as a building contractor while he 
looked around for an opportunity. This he found 12,000 feet above the sea level, where 
mine experts had declared it would be ruinous to attempt to mine. Mr. Walsh succeed- 
ed, and the Camp Bird gold mine, which is located at that altitude, is one of the richest in 
the State. The Camp Bird Hotel, in which his miners live, is fitted out with porcelain 
bathtubs, steam heat, library, and smoking-rooms. It accommodates 400 men, who live 
there in sumptuous style at a small cost. The hotel is characteristic of Mr. Walsh's at- 
titude toward his men, and he has never been troubled by a strike.

Says William Winter in the Tribune: 

The characteristic attributes of the Duke of 
Reichstadt, as shown in this play, being physical 
attenuation, mental lassitude, childish impatience, . 
irritability of the nervous system, tulance of 
temper, a diseased fancy, morbid ahoaun. and a 
general vacuity of being and frivolity of purpose, 
Miss Maude Adams—essentially a delicate, fragile 
actress, void of power and puny in style—is able 
to give a fairly effective imitation of the author's 
ideal. A male character should not, ih general, 
be assumed by a female. Few women would suc- 
ceed in simulating masculine personality. 

In this case the youth is effeminate and wayward, 
and Miss Adams so presents him. She does not, 
however, invest him with any glamour of per- 
sonal charm. She was moderately effective in the 
mirror scene, but in that of the haunted battlefield 
—which requires something like imaginative ex~- 


_citement, an emotion of terror, and a display of 


spasmodic force—she was inadequate. The situa- 
tion carries itself. It ought to be added, though, 
that, despite her pirysical weakness, somewhat 
nasal utterance, indistinct articulation in rapid 
speech, and the high, thin tones that cannot con- 
vey feeling, the vehemence of this little Creature 
was extraordinary. She was at her best, though, 
in the scene of supplication and childlike blandish- 
ment with the old Austrian Emperor. The véin 
of Miss -Adams is domestic and’ romantic—not 
tragic. She carried the second act of the play 
(which in point of comedy and of construction is 
far the best) with sustained vigor and gratifying 
skill. The part is somewhat insipid, but it does 
admit of occasional abandonment. Possessed of a 
gentle personality and capable of a piquant be- 
‘havior, this actress was a sprightly and bonnie 
lass in ‘*' The Little Minister,’’ and, doubtless, that 
performance furnished the measure of her talent. 
As Juliet she was weakness personified. In 
Reichstadt she gives an intelligent performance, 
mostly on a commonplace level. 

The Times has stronger praise, though it 
points out the same lack of power in the 
stormy scenes.

In the choice of Maude Adams to fill the title 
role,’ also, no great mistake has been made, in the

could have been found for the character of the

One never thinks of her as a 
woman from the beginning of the play to its sad 
last scene. In every pictorial and superficial at- 
tribute her portrayal is flawless. Not a gesture 
or a pose is out of place or awkward. 

She wears her garments as if used to them all 
her life. The mask is a@ fine study, and the play 
of features is surprisingly varied and effective, 
while the young artist's integrity of purpose, her 
dramatic aptitude, and sympathy shine through 
all the performance, and her own uncommon per- 
sonal charm is continuously exerted. Her denote- 
ment of the outward signs of the Prince's malady 
is discreet and artistic. There was not a djs- 
senting voice in the house last night after the 
curtain had fallen on act I. A new and splendid 
triumph for Miss Adams -was then predicted. 
But, alas, there followed episodes requiring tech- 
nical skill far beyond her* command.

Miss Adams’ positive merit as a player was n9t 
second, but unmistakably first in last night's 
achievement. Her own peculiar gttractiveness, a 
kind of witchery, blended into all she did, but tf 
one put that aside, and considered only the skill 
of what she was doing, he found that she was be- 
yond doubt an exquisite artist. That is none the 
less true of her because she has small physicad 
force, and is gentle im speech and manner. Her 
embodiment of Bonaparte’s son was helped by her 
physical frailty, of course, but the disclosure of 
his mind was altogether a matter of expertness.

The Herald criticism says: 

' The dainty grace of Miss Maude Adams’ art is 
essentially feminine. Her power is a womanly 
power. When she essayed the réle of Rostand’s 
L’Aigfon one felt that her femininity asserted 
itself under her uniform. She was distinguished, 
she was intelligent, she was graceful; she was 
admirably pathetic. She presented an heroic ap- 
pearance. But she was heroine rather than hero. 

It is true that the young Napoleon was dying of 
consumption at the period when the play is laid. 
It is true that he had been brought up to a large 
extent among women and had enjoyed little con- 
tact with the outer world, save for the few brief 
months he spent with the regiment over which, as 
a dying boy, he had been placed. Nevertheless, as 
his physician said, he had a soul of iron in a body 
of crystal. 

Miss Adams showed us the crystal with limpid 
clearness and delicacy, but the iron in the goul 
was indicated, not asserted.

There were no 
particular passions to tear to tatters. There was 
no subtlety to suggest.

ASKING FOR POLICE AID AND GIV- 
ING FIRE ALARMS TO BE EASY. 


Reundabout System of Summoning 
Help Heretofore Necessary Because 
of Absence of Wires in Outlying Pre- 
cincts to Be Made Complete—City 
Electrical Department Linemen Are 
Now at Work on Forty New Lines 
Throughout the City. 


In a few days every police station in Chi- 
cago will. have a telephone, placing it in 
easy reach of the citizen who wishes to call 
for police aid or give an alarm of fire. 

Many fires in recent years, some of them 
resulting in the loss of life, would have been 
less serious both in damage to property and 
fatalities if the police station in the dis- 
trict where they broke out had had public 
telephone connection. In many cases it has 
been necessary to call a station remote from 
the scene of the fire, and then through this 
station the alarm would have to be sent over 
the city wires, probably through three or 
four stations, before the engine company 
nearest. the fire was notified of the blaze. 
Now the nearest company will be notified 
through the precinct station instead of by the 
old system. Chief Kipley welcomes the 
new "phones and the firemen throughout the 
city vote it a good idea. Chief Swenie thinks 
it may result in saving much property from 


For the last two weeks linemen of the 

City Electrical department and the Chicago 
Telephone company have been busy putting 
in wires and receivers ready for opening 
the forty new lines that will place every po- 
lice station in Chicago within reach of the 
citizen who wishes to call the police to his 
aid. 
Heretofore the Police department has had 
to content itself with about sixteen "phones, 
and those who have had occasion to talk to 
the nearest police station have found it im- 
possible to do so. Protests on this score have 
led to much trouble both for civilians and 
policemen, who would have been more than 
glad to find a telephone and talk to their 
respective stations. 

One of the terms under which the Chicago 
Telephone company received its franchise 
was the stipulation that the Police depart- 
ment would be furnished with such ‘phones 
as were necessary to conduct the business 
of that part of the city government. This 
led to the installation of but few phones, and 
as the city grew in size it became apparent 
that new "phones were a necessity. City 


Blectrician Ellicott recently took up the 


matter, and by perseverance persuaded the 
telephone company to agree to put in more 
*phones. 
Accordingly, work was begun on the new 
field about three weeks ago. As a result 
of this: work, Mr. Ellicott says that thirty 
police stations are now in connection with 
all the telephones in the city, and before 
the month of November is ushered in all 
of the police stations will have telephone 
service. These telephones will not be open 
to the public like a slot station, but the 
slot machines will make connections with the 


stations.

DENTES BANKER EW TRIAL 


WILLIAM A, PAULSEN SENTENCED 
TO PENITENTIARY. 
| — 


Judge Brentano Refuses Second Hear- 
ing of Charges Against Former 
President of Central Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank—Attorneys Wanted Thir- 
ty Days to Get Supersedeas from Su- 
preme Court, Failing in Which Cli- 
ent baer Ge to Joliet. 


Ex-Banker William A. Paulsen, President 
of the Central Trust and Savings Bank at the 
time of its failure on March 3, 1896, was de- 
nied a new trial by Judge ‘Brentano yesterday 
morning and the sentence on the verdict of 
the jury was ordered entered. Paulsen was 
convicted on July 17 last of embezzlement 
and receiving a deposit in his bank after it 
had become insolvent, punishment under the 
indeterminate law being from one to three 
years’ imprisonment in the pehitentiary. 

-Paulsen will not be taken to Joliet, how- 
ever, until efforts have been made by his at-

torneys to get a writ of supersedeas from the 
Supreme Court, thirty days being granted fo: 
that purpose. by Judge Brentano. Should his 
efforts to get a reversal of judgment not suc- 
ceed Paulsen will go to the penitentiary 
about the expiration of the time ex-Banker 
Dreyer has to secure the intervention of the 
Supreme Court to prevent his incarceration 
at Joliet. 


Took Deposits While Insolvent. 


The charge upon which Paulsen was con- 
victed alleges the embezzlement by him of 
$40 from his bank and the acceptance of de- 
posits after its insolvency was known to him. 
As President of the Central Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank Paulsen made a voluntary assign- 
ment on March 3, 1896, the total liabilities of 
the concern being found to be $353,977. The 
assets were almost nothing. Notes that were 
overdue and had not been renewed were 
found in large amounts, and the real estate 
assets amounted to but $18,913. 

Several indi¢tments were returned against 
Paulsen shortly after the discovery of the 
condition of his bank at the time he made 
the voluntary assignment, and on July 17. 
1900, after a short trial, a verdict of guilty 
on both charges was rendered. The jury 
considered the evidence from 12:10 o'clock 
on that day to 4:15, at which time it returned 
its verdict. |

“With the approaching arrival, of an 
American squadron in Turkish waters the 
question of the payment by the Porte of the 
compensation due to American subjects for 
damage to colleges during the Armenian 
massacres is expected to be revived. The 
American Legation here will be able to press 
the matter with greater vigor and with bet- 
ter prospect of success than hitherto. The 
news has created much uneasiness in palace 
circles, where a naval demonstration is 
dreaded. The censor has been instructed to 
prohibit the press from mentioning the forth- 
coming rrival of the American squadron. 


Death Ends a Romance.

TALK ON BRITISH FUTURE 


CHAMBERLAIN AND HICKS-BEACH 
DISCUSS THE EMPIRE. 


Colonial Secretary Declares That Even 
if England Fails the Over Sea Pos- 
sessions Will Carry On English Tra- 
ditions — Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer Advocates Closer Commer- 
cial Union with Colonies and Admits 


the Necessity of Internal Reforms. | 


LONDON, Oct. 25.—Mr. Joseph Chamber- 
lain, Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
speaking at the banquet of the Fishmongers’ 
company in London this evening, dwelt at 
length upon the imperial aspirations of the 
British nation. 

* Union with the colonies,’’ he said, does 
not signify hostility to other nations. On 
‘the contrary we desire their friendship, if 
it is not purchased at the cost of objects more 
essential. We hope they will reciprocate the 
friendly sentiments we express and feel for 
them. If they decline our friendship we shall 
do without.jt. If we cannot persuade them, 
then we must be isolated 

‘* But, surrounded and strengthened by our 
colonies, our isolation will be a splendid iso- 
lation, that, even if England falls, her over- 
sea colenies will carry on the English tradi- 
tions. 

“The new imperialism means the recogn!- 
tion of the fact that all British colonies are 
entitled to the same rights as England her- 
self. I hope that the federation of Canada 
and: Australia will be an example to south 
Africa. Imperial federation will enable the 
empire to continue its mission of justice and 
civilization, its mission of peace.” 

Mr. Chamberlain denied that England any- 
where exhibited signs of decadence, and re- 
ferred to the “ splendid’army dispatched to 
south Africa,” dwelling especially upon the 
assistance rendered the colonies. 


Hicks-Beach’s Address. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach, in the course of 
an address before the Liverpool Cham- 
ber of Commerce yesterday, advocated 
closer commercial union between the dif- 
ferent countries of the empire and greater 
organization for the empire’s common inter- 
ests. He said, with regard to the former, 
that it was impossible for Great Britain to 
be other than a free tradé country and that 
he sympathized with Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
the Dominion Premier, in his opinion that 
an imperial zollverein. was unobtainable 
without free trade within the empire. 


No Danger of War. 

So far as imperial organization was con- 

cerned, he said, he did not think there was 
any immediate danger of war, and he ex- 
pressed a hope that the principles of the 
Anglo-German agreement would be _  uni- 
versally accepted. 
- Discussing, army reforms, the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer said he recognized that 
these were necessary, though he considered 
that the defects of the British army had 
been much exaggerated. In his opinion the 
present imperial enthusiasm should be uti- 
lized to take a step forward in the principle 
of the common defense of the common em- 
pire. 


BULLER TO SAIL FOR ENGLAND. 


Cape Town Gives the British General a 
Reception Preparatdry to His 
Departure. 


CAPE TOWN, Oct. 24.—Sir Redvers Buller, 


] who landed here today, was accorded a mag- 


nificeat reception. The Mayor of Cape Town 
presented to him an address in the presence 
of thousands of citizens. 

In reply to the address General Buller paid 
a high tribute to the courage and bravery of 
the troops, complimented the colonials, and 
expressed a hope that the winning side would 
remember that self-sacrifice could be shown 
in peace as well as in war.

FRANCE 70 SNOB ENGLAND 


KRUGER TO BE ACCORDED EVERY 
OFFICIAL HONOR. 


Minister of Foreign Affairs Delcasse 
Announces That the Fugitive Exec- 
utive of the Boer Repubit# Will Be 
Received by President Loubet—City 
of Paris Will Give Him a Reception 
~—Exposition te Be Prolonged One 
Week.

PARI§, Oct. 24.—France has made sig- 
nificant reply to Great Britain's request that 
no unusual distinctions be paid to President 
Kruger and that his stay be made as brief as 
possible. Dr. Leyds, the Transvaal agent 
in Europe, arrived in Paris today to arrange 
for the sojourn of the fugitive Executive of 
the Boer republic. He had along conference 
with M. Delcasse, Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs. Dr. Leyds was informed that Kruger 
would be received officially by the French 
government as the chief of a state with all 
honors due such a @ignitary. President Lou- 
bet will further receive Kruger at the Elysée 
and will call upon him afterwards. 

The City of Paris will invite Kruger to a 
reception at thé City Hall; and it is expected 
that a popular demonstration will take place 
in the streets in his honor. — 

Dr. Leyds will go to Marseilles in a day or 
two, from where he will sail to meet Presi-. 
dent Kruger at some Mediterranean port. 
The Dutch warship Gederland, with Kruger 
on board, is expected to arrive at Marseilles 
on Nov. 10. The Mayor of that city and the 
entire corps of municipal officers will meet 
Kruger at the landing place and a great pop- 
ular demonstration is preparing in his honor. 

Spanish-Filipino Alliance. 

The extraordinary activity of the Filipino 
Junta in Paris is giving rise to sensational 
rumors of an alliance between Spain and 
Aguinaldo’s republic. At a banquet to Rome- 
ro Robledo, former Colonial Minister in the 
Spanish Cabinet, given on Monday night, it 
is believed that proposals were made which 
resulted in the first of a series of rapproche- 
ments between the Philippines and Spain. 

Wide circulation has been given to Sefior 
Robledo’'s speech, in which he referred to the 
United States as ‘* the pirate who had robbed 
Spain of her colonies and afterwards robbed 
the colonies of their freedom.’ Robledo also 
complimented the Filipinos for revenging 
their mother country ané@ declared that help 
from certain unexpected quarters may be 
expected. 

Agoncillo’s reply that the struggle is to 
continue with new force is considered to bea 
hint that the ineurgents expect to obtain 
help from Spain through the religious orders. 


Adds Week to the Exposition. 

Although many of the exhibiting nations 
have requested that the exposition is to be 
continued a week beyond the date originally 
designated for its formal closing, United 
States Commissioner Peck opposes the idea, 
saying that the prolongation will be injurious 
to the exposition’s best interests. Most of 
the American exhibiters agree with Peck 
and will not prolong their stay. 

The exposition authorities, however, today 
announced that the exposition would close 
on Nov. 11 instead of Nov. 4. One day in 
the closing week will be set aside for the 
poor people of Paris, the gates being open to 
all without admission fee of any kind. A 
special illumination of the buildings and 
grounds will be made that night. 


Vindication for Picquart. 

Colonel Picquart today obtained a ver- 
dict of damages against Le Jour, the Paris 
newspaper accusing him of meeting Lieu- 
tenant Schwartzkoppen, the German mili- 
tary attaché. Picquart was awarded $6,000. 
The manager of Le Jour was fined $400 and 
sentenced to six months’ imprisonment, 
while two editorial writers were each sen- 
tenced to one month’s imprisonment. The 
newspaper accused Picquart of conspiracy 
with the German officer in behalf of Dreyfus. 


NO COPYRIGHT ON THE BIBLE. 


London Court Orders Record Giving 
Rights to Louis Klopsch of 
New York Expunged. 

LONDON, Oct. 24.—In the chancery divi- 
sion of the High Court of Justice today Jus- 
tice Kekewich ordered the expunging of the 
entry from the registry of the Stationers’ 
company whereby Mr. Louis Klopsch of New 
York is registered as the proprietor of the 
company right in the ‘“‘Red Letter New Tes- 
tament”’ and the ‘““Testament of Our Lord and 
| Savior, Jesus Christ." This action was 
brought by Eyre & Spottiswoode under the 
copyright act. 

Counsel for the applicants sald he had 
written to Mr. Klopsch informing him of the 
action, But, he added, Mr. Klopsch had 
failed to appear.

England.

Delegates Are Expected to Keep the Con- 
stitutional Convention in Ses- 
sion a Year. 


SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Oct. 24.—The de- 
parture of the provincial delegates to partici- 
pate in the proceedings of the forthcoming 


an immense demonstration this afternoon. 
It is estimated that they were escorted to the 
wharf by upwards of 12,000 persons, of whom 
nine-tenths were colored people. 

The political parties are drawing the color 
line closely, and this is causing bitter feeling 
between the races. The whites predict that 
the convention will last a year, alleging that 
most of the delegates will prefer $300 a 
month to the establishment of a Cuban re- 
public. 

All the local papers dramatically exhort 
the delegates to fulfill their duty and quickly 
expel the Americans from the island. - 

HAVANA, Cuba, Oct. 24.—It is remarkable 
‘how little public interest is displayed in the 
forthcoming constitutional convention. Less 
than two weeks will intervene between this 
and the opening, but scarcely a newspaper 
discusses the issues involved or offers any 
sort of a suggestion as to the constitution 
that should be adopted. The partisan jour- 
nals are attacking each other savagely, how- 
ever, on the qualifications of delegates, and 
there are numerous indications that the 
opening days of the convention will witness 
plenty of mud slinging. 

The real fight will come on the seating of 
delegates. It is said that the Nationalists 
will claim sixteen out of thirty-one members 
of the convention, but the Republican and 
Democratic combination is confident o7 a 
majority. 

Probably party lines, as drawn fn the elec- 
tion, wijl not figure in the convention after it 
is organized. The likelihood is that the rev- 
olutionary element will then arrange itself 
under the leadership of the Havana Nation- 
alists, General Maximo Gomez thus controll- 
ing the convention. This element ts in closer 
touch than any other with the government of 
intervention, and therefore it is possible that 
some result will be attained. | 


THIRTIETH ORDERED HOME. 


Colonel Gardener’s Regiment in Philip- 
pines Said to Have Only 400 Men 
Able to Go on Duty. 


Detroit, “Mich., Oct. 24.—[Special.]—Word 
was received by letter via San Francisco 
this morning that the Thirtieth Infantry, 
Colonel Gardener commanding, stationed in 
Tayabas Province, will start for home in 
January. Colonel Gardener is reported on 
the sick list, suffering from acute dysentery 
in a Manila hospital. Lieutenant Colonel 
Campbell has returned to the States and 
the regimental command rests upon Major 
Levering, with Major Steele of the Second 
Battalion secondin command. Captain New- 
berry of Detroit is acting as Major. 

The information received here states that 
the regiment is in bad shape physically, only 


400 men out of the 1,200 being able to be on 


active duty, the rest of them being down 
with disease. A large number of Michigan 
and Illinois boys have been ordered home 
to the States, a rigid examination showing 
that they are unfit for further duty in the 
tropics. The number of deaths reported by 
General MacArthur among the members of 
the Thirtieth is said to be alarming, and it 
is believed that a new regiment will shortly 
displace it. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 24.—[Special.J— 
While the War department has nothing defi- 
nite as to the number of incapacitated men 
in the Thirtieth Infantry, they would not 
be surprised if the figures given are correct. 
A large percentage of the returning soldiers 
are invalided home. Most of the sickness ig 
caused by nostalgia, or homesickness, which 
caused a loss of appetite and a general 
breaking down. The terrific heat Is also re- 
sponsible for a great deal of sickness, result- 
ing in a mild form of insanity which yields 
readily to treatment.

or quitting the Black Sea have always con- 
sidered it necessary to show some token of 
courtesy to the Sultan, whose dominions they 
were virtually traversing, since their yachts 
were forced to pass under the windows of his 
palace. If they do not land themselves they 
at any rate cause some member of their suite 
to convey to the Yildiz Kiosk their: compli- 
ments and some message of regret that they 
were unable to visit the Padishah in person. 
Prince George, however. steamed past the 
Sultan’s palace on board the Greek royal 
yacht Amphitrite not only without stopping 
to pay his respects to his suzerain. but with- 
out even.taking the trouble to salute in the 
erdinary fashion elther with guns or ensigns. 
To make matters worse the gigantic figure of 
the Prince, who !s the Anak of old world 
royalty. was clearlv to be distinguished 
walking about on deck. 

The Sultan watched the entire proceedings 
with a pair of marine glasses from his palace 
windows, and was so enraged by the indig- 
nity thus placed upon him in full view of his 
entire court that. after dashing his glasses to 
the ground, he hastily withdrew to his pri- 
vate apartments. Strongly worded protests 
on the subject have since been addressed by 
his orders to all the great powers who have 
had any share fn the anpointment of Prince 
George, inquiring whether they approved or 
countenanced the gross discourtesy of their 
protégé. , 


A few days ago I mentioned in these col- 
umns that a warrant had been issued by the 
government: for the arrest of its 
Minister Plenipotentiary in Chile. who had 
vanished after embezzling about $100,000 of 
state and trust funds. <A!) ports were 
watched, and. thanks to this vigilance, he has 
been arrested at Montevideo on board the 
steamer Mexico. His name is Don Lopez 
Zuijarro, and the Spanish government has al- 
ready promised to pay in full any of the sums 
which he held in trust for Spanish subjects 
in Chile and which he may have misappro- 
priated. He will be conveyed in frons to 
Madrid. 


Tt now turns out that Princess Lcutse of 
Coburg, the eldest daughter of the King of 
the Belgians (and who, after eloping with 
her husband's A. D. C. and raising money on 
bills to which the name of her sister, Crown 
Princess Stephanie, had been forged, is now 
under restraint in a lunatic asylum near 
Dresden), is the principal heiress of the for- 
tune of her similarly demented aunt. Char- 
lotte, Princess’ of Belgium, Archduchess of 
Austria, and widow of Emperor Maximilian 
of Mexico. 

It is to this circumstance that must be at- 
tributed the compromise to which her prin- 
cipal creditors have agreed—namely: 
payment of 25 per cent of their claims, in 
some cases only 10 per cent, with an agree- 
ment to wait for the remainder until the 
Princess becomes possessed of more prop- 
erty than she owns at present, either by in- 
heritance of by gift.

The fortune of the widowed Empress Char- 
lotte of Mexico Is held in trust by her brother, 
King Leopold. It was large indeed, but if 
popular rumor current tn Paris, Vienna, and 
Berlin is to be believed. has been partially 
squandered by the King in his various specu- 
lative enterprises. 
refusal to give any kind of information or ae- 
counting with regard to his administration 
of the fortune of his sister to the Austrian 
imperial 
through her marriage, that isthe cause of the 
extraordinary bitterness which exists be- 
tween King Leopold and Emperor Francis 
Joseph. 


King Victor Emmanuel of Italy, who only 
the other day declined to accept the resigna- 
tion of Lieutenant Bresci, the brother of 
Humbert's assassin, and who promoted him 
to the rank of Captain and appointed him ' 
to the command of a fort on the Austrian 
frontier as a token of his continued confi- 
dence in the loyalty of this gallant and de- 
serving officer, has now granted him per- 
mission to abandon the name of Bresci and 
to assume instead thereof the maiden name 
of his mother. 


Intermarriages are rapidly removing the 
barriers which formerly existed between the 
royalist and the Bonapartist aristocracy in 
France. One of the most important of the 
unions of this kind has just taken place in 
Paris in the shape of a marriage between 
Mile. Francoise de Rohan, youngest daugh- 
ter of the Duke and Duchess of Rohan, to 
the Comte Charles de Caraman, the latter 
being, after his father, the next heir to his 
uncle's dukedom of Caraman, the Caramans 
being the French and senior branch of that 
house of Riquet of which the Belgian mem- 
bers bear the titles’of Princes and Princesses 
of Chimay. 
owes his title of Duke to Napoleon III., and 
the mother of the bridegroom, who isa Lieu- 
tenant of French Chasseurs, is a member of 
that ducal house of Padoue which played so 
important a role at the court of the Tuileries 
throughout the reign of Napoleon III. 

The Duchess of Rohan is one of the most 
popular hostesses, as well as one of the most 
pleasant and sensible women of 
bourg St. Germain, and her magnificent man- 
sion in the Avenue des Invalides is one of the 
few palaces of the old aristocracy in the 
French capital which retain any pretensions 
to exclusiveness and which keep their portals 
more or less glosed to the new rich. The 
Duke de Rohan is less clever than his wife, 
and rather narrow-minded and pompous, but 
a good and honorable fellow withal. 
eldest daughter of the Duke and Duchess is 
married to’ Louis de Talleyrand Perigord, 
eldest son of the Duke of Montmorency, who 
himself is a younger brother of the now com- 
pletely imbecile Duke of Talleyrand and 
Sagan. The second girl is married to Prince 
Lucien Murat, son of that unfortunate Prince 
Achilles who, born in the United States, com- 
mitted suicide a few years ago on the Rus- 
sian estates of his Muscovite wife, to which 
he had retired on the score of economy, but 
where he found life intolerable. 

The Caramans and the Chimays are note- 
worthy among the European aristocracy as. 
owing their elevation to the nobility, not to 
the mere favor of any monarch, but to a mag- 
nificent service rendered to the French na- 
tion—namely:

Women’ of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church Complete Their Work—Con- 
gregational Board Meets. 


The apportionment of $225,000, the amount 
pledged by the conferences, to the various 
causes represented by the Board of Man- 
agers of the Woman’s Home Missionary so- 
ciety of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
was the most important business transacted 
at the meeting of the board yesterday. In 
addition to the amount pledged by the con- 
ferences to the twentieth century thank 
offering fund of $200,000 the delegates sub- 
scribed individually for the support of the 
work of the board $29,120. 

Owing to the unusually large amount of 
business requiring the attention of the board 
an adjournment. could not be reached yes- 
terday afternoon, as was expected. 

The final session of the board came to a 
close last evening after a short business 
meeting, followed by special exercises.

Wherever Mr. Bryan goes he is pur 
sued by the fatal question whether, if elect- 
ed, he will pay the obligations of the nation 
in gold or in silver. So often as it is 
put to him so often does he ignore or evade 
it. Sometimes he says in reply: 

They try to draw us into a discussion of the

to know. That is the crucial point, and 
this he refuses to tell them. If he answers 
one way he will lose the support of 
the ssilverites, and if he answers 
the other way he will alarm and alienate 
his friends in the East. He is trying to 
refrain from answering at all, | 
Mr. Bryan is in much the same plight 
as was Henry Clay when he ran for the 
Presidency in 1844. The burning question 
then was the annexation of Texas. If 
Mr. Clay came out in favor of it he would 


on the Goebel monstrosity. It is not, how- 
ever, to go into effect until after the Novem- 
ber election. The probabilities are, there- 
fore, that if the Republican candidates 
in Kentucky at this election get the most 
votes they will be counted out. 

There is one thing Which the Kentucky 
Democrats should bear in mind. It is that 
if they count out the Republican candi- 
date for Governor that will be a local mat- 
ter’ The counting out of Republican Elec- 
tors will be a national affair. Suppose 
the result of the Presidential election should 
turn on the vote of Kentucky and Demo- 
cratic Electors should be fraudulently given 
certificates of election. There would be great 
difficulty in getting those votes counted. An 
attempt to have Bryan declared elected by 
reason of the votes of those Electors might 
well have serious consequences. ‘It might 
bring about a controversy as serious as that 
of 1876. In that instance Republicans were 
in the majority in the Senate only. This 
year they have a majority in both branches 
of Congress. 
According to all appearances the result 
of the election will not be de¢ided by the 
vote of Kentucky. Assuming that to be 
the case, the countimg out of Republican 
Electors will be a useless piece of ragcality,

West Park Board Pays Dis- 
_ puted Fee in National Bank 
of Illinois Suit. 


Judge Waterman Takes Under 
Consideration Amended Bill 
in Dreyer Case. 


BANKER SEEKS NEW TRIAL. 


Treasurer Fred M. Blount of the West 
Park board delivered yesterday three of the 
largest checks he ever issued as the repre- 
sentative of the board when he.paild to Con- 
gressman Edward T. Noonan $15,000 and to 
Attorneys John 8. Miller and Edward O. 
Brown $7,500 each for services rendered in 
the case of the board against the National 
Bank of Illinois. 

The transfer of funds was made at 2 
p. m. in Judge Grosscup's court, in the pres- 
ence of President Joseph W. Suddard, Sec- 
retary Ernest G. Schubert, and: Attorney 
Francis A. Riddle, representing the West 
Park board. The attorneys had been notified 
in the morning that the board did not intend 
to push the contest against the claim of Mr. 
Noonan for $19,800 any further and would 
settle in full in the afternoon. 

Mr. Noonan was prepared to accept the 
check without insistence, and, accompanied 
by his counsel, John M. Harlan, went to the 
courtroom to receive it. There he was met 
by Attorneys Miller and Brown, who wefe 
prepared to receive the cheeks due them. 
Prd@iminaries were disposed of quickly, and 
Treasurer Blount handed the three attorneys 
the checks he had prepared for them. Be- 
yond expressing their pleasure at having the 
matter disposed of the attorneys showed no 
feeling of exultation. | 

The Htigation between the West Park 
board and the receiver of .the insolvent Na- 
tional Bank of Illinois was practically closed 
at the same time when Judge Grosscup ap- 
proved an order for the settlement of the 
claim of the Park Commissioners on pay- 
ment of $221,209. This amount represents 70 
per cent of the judgment for $316,013 award- 
ed against the receiver of the bank in Jan- 
uary, 1899. A check for the amount agreed 
upon as a settlement was examined by Judge 
Grosscup, and was then tendered to Presi- 
Joseph Suddard of the West Park 


Payment Ends Old Controversy. © 

The payment of the fees ends the old Na- 
tional Bank of Illinois controversy, in which 
the West Park board sued for $316,000 park 
funds. Judgment for $221,209 was secured by 
the sult, and Mr. Noonan put ina claim for 
$19,800 for services.

It 
is alleged in behalf of Mr. Dreyer that the 
jurors were sworn in at the time they were 
impaneled, but were not sworn again, as the 
law prescribes, at the conclusion of the tak- 
ing of evidence and before they retired to 
consider their verdict.: The omission to 
swear the jury again in the manner pre- 
scribed Attorney Austrian claims is fatal to 
the legality of the proceedings in the case, 
and for the mishap he demands a new trial 
for his client. ,

Lincoln Park Chapter, Royal Arch Ma- 
sons, Begins Proceedings in Chan- 
ecery Against the North End Masonic 
Temple Association, Alleging That 
Its Building Is Conducted for Profit, 
Contrary to the Objects Named in 
the Corporation Papers. 


Proceedings in chancery have been begun 
in the Circuit Court to test the right of a 
fraternal organization to own, manage, and 
control real estate when the corporation 
does not do any other business. The - 
tention is raised that a fraternal cnaiaien- 
tion incorporated for fraternal and social 
purposes which under that pretense owns and 
controls real estate is illegal. Should the 
contention be sustained it would affect the 
ownership of a number of the large office 
buildings in the city which were built and 
are now conducted in a similar manner. 

The bill is filed by the Lincoln Park Chap- 
ter, No. 177, Royal Arch Masons, and is 
directed against Matthew J. Swatek et al. 
The complainant alleges that the North End 
Masonic Temple association, which owns and 
conducts the building at Nos. 615 and 617 
North Clark street, was organized as a pre- 
tended corporation, and that its object was 
“to encourage social and fraternal rela- 
tions among its members, and to promote 
and inculcate the principles of masonry as 
sought in the different masonic bodies, and 
to provide suftable ; permanent accom- 
modations for same by the erection of such 
a building as will provide halls, a library, 
reading rooms, and such other conveniences 
as are requisite therefor.”’ 

It is maintained that these objects are 
clearly not the objects of a corporation 


states that after the corporation was organ- 
ized and the money raised for the construc- 
tion of a building by the sale of stock such 
a building was erected. Among the stock- 
holders was the complainant lodge. 

Then it is contended that after the building 
was completed stores, flats, and lodge rooms 
were rented to various parties, and that 
the corporation has never held a meeting 
other than to transact the business con- 
nected with the rental and control of the 
building.
